U.S. LOSSES . 


E ENERAL EISENHOWER 


stated at Algiers that in 
operations from  Gafsa 
American casualties were 5,372 
killed, wounded and missing. 
The Americans captured 4,680 
prisoners, 683 vehicles and 150 
guns, He said that the millionth- 
ton mark of Axis shipping sunk 
in the Mediterranean was reached 
a fortnight ago.

Shortly afterwards aircraft of the 
Fleet Air Arm. attacked this same 
convoy with torpedoes. An observer 
in one aircraft, whose pilot had to 
take violent avoiding action to avoid 
collision with an enemy ship, reports 
‘his torpedo run perfectly, and a 
double plume of water shot up from 
the side of a vessel of the tanker 
type. 

‘Wellington bombers attacked 
the docks at Bizerta. Many bombs 
fell. in the target area, and a large 
fire.was started. Medium and light 
bombers contffued their attacks .on 
airfields in Tunisia. 

“Flying Fortresses, with fighter 
escort, made heavy attacks on the 
docks at Ferryville and Palermo. 
During this attack strong formations 
of enemy aircraft attacked the 
bombers and their escort. Seventeen 
euemy aircraft were destroyed. 

‘‘ Throughout the day medium and 
light. bombers carried out attacks on 
enemy lines of communication and 
positions in the battle area. Fighters 
maintained sweeps and patrols, 
during the course of which twelve 
enemy aircraft were destroyed. From 
all these operations eight of our air- 
craft are missing. ' 

““ Last night a few enemy aircraft 
dropped bombs in the Algiers area. 
There were a number of casualties 
and some damage to civilian pro- 
perty was done. One enemy bomber 
was destroyed.”’ 


AXIS COMMUNIQUES . 

The German communiqué stated:

ATR COMPARISONS 

Major-General Carl Spaatz, Com- 
mander-in-Chief, North-West Afri- 
can Air Forces, stated yesterda 
that since the start of the Mareth 
battle 519 Axis aircraft had been 
shot down, and nearly twice that 
number destroyed or damaged en 
the ground. Allied losses in the 
air, he said, were 175 aircraft; Jess 
than ten were destroyed on the 
ground. Since March 15, eighteen 
Axis merchant ships had been 
destroyed and many more damaged. 

‘The North-West African Air 
Force has secured vital supremacy 
in the air since the battle of 
Mareth,” General Spaatz said. 
“We roam freely day and night 
over Tunisia, Sicily and Nardinia.’’ 
_A British Admiralty statement last 
os Se said that the Royal Navy is 
taking a heavy and increasing toll 
of Axis supplies. From the time last 
month when the Eighth Army was 
preparing its offensive against the 
Mareth Line, British submarines 
have destroyed 21 Axis ships in the 


Mediterranean. They damaged eight 


other supply ships and three tankers. 
At least four of these vessels are 
believed to have sunk later These

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JAPANESE 
ISLAND BASE 


ENERAL MacARTHUR’S

More than 50 German fighters were 
destroyed by United States heavy 
bombers when .a strong force at- 
tacked the Focke-Wulf factory at 
Bremen in daylight on Saturday, 
said the Press Association. 

The bomber crews estimated that 
upwards of 150 German fighters 
made sustained attacks; a number 
more were ‘‘ probables’’ or damaged. 
The Americans lost 16 bombers, the 
heaviest Eighth Air Force loss to 
date in a single operation, 

United States Air Force, Royal 
Air Force, Dominion and Allied. 
fighters made diversionary sweeps 
during the attack, which was carried 
out in face of fierce anti-aircraft. 

Meanwhile, the Royal Air Force 
on Saturday continued their raids 
and sweeps. Venturas, escorted’ 
by fighters, bombed the Wrail- 
way yards at Abbeville and the rail- 
way centre at Caen, and a third 
force, attended by United States 
fighters, attacked an _ industrial 
plant at # Zeebrugge, scoring 
bursts on the power station. 
Five opposing fighters were destroyed 
during the day, and three Allied 
fighters are missing, but the pilot 
of one is safe. 

These day attacks completed, up 
to dark on Saturday. nearly 100 
hours of non-stop air blows from 
the French Atlantic seaboard to the 
eastern boundaries of the Reich.

Most notable feature in last night’s 
symphony concert, broadcast by the 
Irish Radio, Orchestra from the 
Gaiety Theatre, Dublin, was the 
playing of the Schumann Piano 
oncerto in A minor, with Moura 
Lymphany as soloist. The work 
represents the composer in his most 
romantic mood, and Constant 
Lambert, who was guest conductor 
of the night, had just the tempera- 
ment and feeling to bring out every 
varying mood of the composer. 
A commendable feature is that the 
soloist is introduced without any 
arene ag and Moura is ppg, 
elieving in the motto of a 
start, immediately caught and held 
her audience. Even those who had 
heard her on the R.D.8. platform 
must have been agreeably 
with the maturity of her playing. 
She has a wonderful range of tonal 
command, and a delightfully caress- 
ing touch that seems to charm all 
that is- best from her instrument.

Teachers Object 


The probability that systematic 


cramming would take the place of a hee their firm determination to 


teaching is expressed in a protest by 
the Kerry teachers against the intro- 
duction of a compulsory written 
examination for sixth standard 
primary school children, which has 
been issued. Stating that they 
regard the idea of the examination as 
most objectionable, the teachers’ 
statement enumerates the reasons for 
that opinion. Teaching would under 
this system, they say, be replaced by 
a kind of lottery, with teachers try- 
ing to pick out likely examination 
questions and teaching certain sub- 
jects better than others. The exam- 
nation referred to had no educational 
value and would not ensure employ- 
ment. 

The examination would: become a 
very serious obstacle to the revival 
of Irish, as it would lead to the 
study of grammatical problems to 
the exclusion ‘of oral work. Mis- 
understandings and unpleasantness 
between teacher and teacher, and 
teacher and inspector would be 
brought about, with loss to the 
children. It was strange that the 
compulsory examination was con- 
fined to primary schools, the child 
of tender years being made the 
victim of a ‘‘fad of the office.” 
Cramming. for this examination 
would lead to extensions of the 
children’s school hours, which would 
not be conducive to better health, 
particularly ‘considering the condi- 
tion of some of the schools. 

The Kerry teachers hold that the 
child trained with a solid oral 
groundwork in the subjects of the 
primary school curriculum will prove 
the superior of the child trained 
specially to pass this examination,

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Derry Customs Hut 


Burned 


A British Customs station at 
Molenan, Co. Derry, five miles from 
Londonderry, was burned out yes- 
terday morning. People in a farm- 
house a hundred yards from the 
hut heard a- small explosion, but 
went back to bed, as everything 
appeared to be normal at the hut, 
but fifteen minutes later the hut 
was seen burning furiously. A 
wooden structure on a brick founda- 
tion, it was soon gutted, and, as no 
other property was endangered, the 
Fire Brigade was not called. Dur- 
ing the day coal in the cellar was 
still burning brightly. Flames 
shooting teat rang, the road burned 
hedge-tops sixty feet away. It is 
believed that somebody threw a fire- 
bomb through a window. 

John McCelland, special con- 
stable, who lives not far from the 
hut, said that at 5 o’clock he heard 
an explosion not much louder than 
a rifle shot, but saw nothing un- 
usual going on at the hut, and he 
returned to bed. Fifteen minutes 
later a neighbour, who seen 
signs of the fire, came and told 
him the hut was on fire. 

This is the post through which a 
fugitive furniture van carrying most 
of the twenty-one recently escaped 
internees from Derry Jail ‘‘jumped”’ 
on its way into Eire.

members of the Australian Govern- 
ment, have appealed for a larger 
flow of munitions of war, and 
have deprecated any excess of con- 
fidence. Mr, Curtin, the Common- 
wealth’s Prime Minister, corrects 
a dangerously prevalent point of 
view. . On several occasions in the 
past year the Allies have gained 
important victories over the 
Japanese, and these victories have 
created an easy belief that, as 
often as the Japanese threaten a 
major operation, a smashing blow 
can be dealt to them, That 
belief, says Mr. Curtin, is all very 
well, but “ these blows impose a 
strain on our resources, which at 
times come perilously close to 
exhaustion point.” The flow of 
material to the Pacific, he con- 
tinues—notably the flow of air- 
craft—‘‘does not measure up to 
the requirements of a holding 
war.” In a previous speech he 
said that the reverses to Japan 
have caused no fundamental 
change in her war. plans; what 
they have done is to persuade her 
that future attacks must be on a 
heavier scale. General MacArthur 
has taken an equally serious view 
of the situation. Except for the 
Allied submarine activities, he 
has declared, the Japanese have 
complete control of the sea-lanes 
in the Western Pacific and of the 
outer approaches to Australia. 
Such control no longer depends 
essentially on naval power, but on 
aircraft operating from land 
bases—of which bases the Japanese 
have abundance. He believes that 
they must be defeated in the air 
if Australia is to be secure, and 
issues an appeal for more aircraft 
and for sufficient ground forces to 
conquer and hold whatever terri- 
tory may be won back by the use 
of air power. It may be that 
General MacArthur’s insistence on 
the need of air power has been 
dictated, in some measure, by a 
phenomenon of the last ten days. 
Until lately there has been little 
news of Japanese activity in the 
air; most of the bombing raids 
have been conducted by Allied air- 
craft upon Japanese objectives; 
but during the past week the Allied 
bases in Papua have been attacked 
with forces that are said to have 
numbered nearly 300 machines. 
This is an eftirely new develop- 
ment, and nobody can be surprised 
if the Allied commanders are dis- 
turbed by it. It took a long period 
of severe fighting to recapture 
Papua and Guadalcanal, and 
whether they would: have been re- 
captured at all without Allied 
superiority in the air is doubtful ; 
if that superiority cannot be main- 
tained, the threat to Australia 
may be renewed. 


Uliteracy 


“Reading, ’riting, and ’rith- 
metic ” have long been considered 
as the very elements of an elemen- 
tary education. The first two 
alone are the elements of literacy, 
and the essential instruments of 
education. According to official 
statistics, only a small proportion 
of the people of Great Britain is 
illiterate—to be exact, three 
people in every thousand; and, 
of this section, it would be 
supposed that the greater part 
consisted of old people, who had 
not come under the influence of 
universal schooling. It seems, 
however, that this figure is totally 
misleading. It is calculated on 
the basis of the nimber of people 
who sign the marriage register 
with a mark, Hence, as The 
Times Educational Supplement 
points out, it is taken from a 
sample of only 1.5 per cent, of 
the population, and, what is more, 
it takes no account of ‘‘the 
problem of the adult who can 
write his. name, but “whose 
knowledge of reading and writing 
is so slight as to be useless for 
practical purposes.” The figures 

ealed by investigation in the 
Army tell a very different tale. 
In a-group of Pioneers, 31 in 
every thousand -were illiterate, in 
the wider sense; in an artillery 
division—which may be taken as 
a little above average, as the 
Pioneers may be considered some- 
what below it—20 men were 
illiterate in every thousand. Still 
more interesting is a comparison 
of the ages; for by far the 
largest number of _ illiterates 
comes from the 20-25 age group. 
Three main reasons are advanced, 
Firstly, there. is poor attendance 
at school; secondly, a ‘ by- 
passing ”’ seaieus in schools, which

The effective range of an air-raid 
siren is unstated. The annoyance 
range, as illustrated on the 
occasions of those Saturday morn- 
ing practices, is very respectable. 
At least, the strident notes are 
effective in rooting out many a 
slug-a-bed who can silence the 
alarm-clock- with the ease of a 
practised sniper. It is question- 
able, however, whether any of the 
proposed substitutes would find 
much more favour. A martial 
trumpet-call would arouse con- 
stant enthusiasm only in retired 
cavalry officers and in Boy Scouts, 
and some embarrassment would be 
caused to those who had to choose 
between the ‘‘Charge,’’ the 
“* Retreat,’’ and—from ‘considera- 
tion for those possessing internal 
shelter-rooms—the ‘‘ Come to 
the Cookhouse Door.’’ The 
amplified sound of a thousand 
bagpipes would be even worse, as 
suggesting the imminence of 
another protest meeting by a 
language group, and tending, 
therefore, to cause civilian alarm 
and despondency, The call of the 
cuckoo has been proposed, Apart 
from the confusion that might 
result from the untimely’ appear- 
ance of the genuine owner of the 
wandering voice, at a moment of 
tension, such a warning would 
contribute little to the stability 
of civilian moral. The charm of 
the cuckoo is, essentially, in his 
elusiveness. Tonally, he is a mere 
traditionalist. On the whole, the 
present siren could scarcely he 
bettered; it is loud and dis- 
tinctive, even though unmelodious. 
It. must be regarded as a satis- 
factory, if not a pre-eminent, 
design. That unfailing source of 
entertainment, the ‘‘ Miscellany ” 
column of the Manchester 
Guardian, mentions that one of 
the siren-kings, a certain Pro- 
fessor Holmes, “ when asked to 
make a siren with a ‘distinctive 
note,’ produced one at the Paris 
Exhibition of 1867 with such a 
“diabolical ear-splitting noise’ 
that it was immediately for- 
bidden.” That is the triumph and 
the perfection of siren-science. 
Perhaps we are better off with our 
own aurea—or, at least, aerea— 
mediocritas. e

Twinfeet, J. inquired 
whether it ‘was suggested that a 
small paddle-steamer was a farm- 
cart but the defence submitted 
that inasmuch as a paddle-steamer 
could not be hauled by a horse, mule, 
pony, jennet, donkey or ass, it 
could not be a farm-cart within the 
meaning of the Farm-carts Act and 
must in fact be a paddle-steamer. 
The plaintiffs contended that they 
were the aggrieved parties in a 
naval collision and entitled to recover 
damages and compensation from the 
defendants, who had been negligent 
in the management of sea-going craft, 
which was their property and under 
their care and management. The 
defendants pleaded alternatively that

Co-Operation in Ireland 


At the British. Association’s two- 
day conference on cooperative 
systems in European agriculture, 
which concluded at Chatham House 
last night, Miss Margaret Digby, of 
the Horace Plunkett F oundation, 
has been telling the delegates how 
the influence of the [Irish co- 
operative movement was out of all 
proportion to its material achieve- 
Miss Digby outlined the 
work of the movement from the 
time Sir Horace returned from his 

““cowboy days” in the west. of 
Wyoming and the starting of .the 
pioneer creamery — in County 
Limerick—in 1888. Throughout his 
career the Irish co-operative move- 
ment stood clear: of politics and 
religion, a detachment on which its 
founder laid great stress, said Miss 
Digby. The movement, now ap- 
proaching its jubilee, has seen a 
complete change in land tenure, the 
economic effects of two world wars, 
the military effects of civil war and 
revolution, the change to netional 
government, the severance of the 
six Northern counties, and the 
consequent division of co-operative 
organisation and leadership, the 
institution of a policy of agricultural 
and industrial autocracy, 


Wotld-Wide Influence 


The influence of Plunkett’s 
thought and the example of Irish 
co-operation has spread far beyond 
its original home, Miss Digby went 
on. In the United States Plunkett 
exercised a great and permanent 
influenceg in agricultural affairs. 
Ireland was one of the first countries 
visited by President Roosevelt’s Co- 
Operative Commission of 1937;, and 
it is not fanciful to see the thonght 
of Plunkett and A.E. reflected 
the writings of Vice-President 
Wallace, to. give only one dis- 
tinguished example. The South 
African co-operative movement was 
planted in the first imstance by a 
missionary directly despatched from 
Ireland, In India Plunkett’s name 
stands for much, and when Pro- 
fessor Adams, one of the trustees of 
the Foundation, visited China in 
1951, he found that a knowledge of 
Plunkett's ideas had preceded him 
and that there was a keen desire to 


) hear more of his work.

Readers of Mr. :T. S. Eliot’s latest 
poem, ‘* Little Gidding” may be in- 
terested to know of. the connection 
between this once-famous_ book- 
binding community and Limerick. 

William -Ferrar, the: grandson of 
Nicholas, . the. original founder of 
Little Gidding, eing apparently 
of not so peaceful a disposition as 
his grandfather, became a captain 
in the army, served in Ireland in 
the Williamite wars, and settled in 
Limerick after the siege.

State Theatre. 


The first’ State-controlled theatre 
will be opened in England next 
month. The Theatre Royal, Bristol, 
has been leased by the Council for 
the Encouragement of Music and 
the Arts, and entertainment there 
from May 11th will be sponsored by 
the Council. 

Apparently, seasons of plays will 
be presented by companies such as 
the Old Vic and the Cambridge Re- 
pertory, so that the Council will not 
be in direct control of the produc- 
tions. There is still, I think, a pres 
judice in England against the run- 
ning of an actual company, in the 
ordinary public theatre, by the 
State. 

Of course, it is argued always that 
State support means State control, 
and that State control means unfree, 
and, therefore, unsatisfactory, art. 
That point was raised when the 
question of a Government grant for 
the Abbey Theatre was first mooted 
—I do not know how far it has been 
justified. Soviet Russia, ‘at any rate, 
has shown that a théatre under the 
State can still be vigorous and 
original,

In landscape art, Paul Henry’s

recent years. Charles Lamb’s sense 
of atmospheric perspective is evident 
in several western scenes. Estella 
Solomons adds & couple of dimly-lit 
woodland studies to a group of 
Kerry scenes that are more 
brilliantly. plein-air in treatment. 
And Letitia M. Hamilton has a fine 
array of sensitively-realised, highly- 
keyed decorative landscapes. 

Lady Glenavy’s fantastical imagin- 
ings, of which the most animated 
this year is, perhaps, “ Spring, ' 
seem to have developed a new 
subtlety of both pattern and colour, 
though it seems a pity that this 
brilliant artist should not extend her 
technical researches to the study of 
atmosphere and let the light of 
day sometimes pierce the penumbra 
in which her pretty maridnettes 
are too often enshrouded. .

FLEET OF MODEL SHIPS 
FOR DUBLIN 


A fleet of several hundred ships 
is being assembled by the Maritime 
Institute for display during Maritime
